‘The international situation has undergone, fundamental change since the 
ea of #®e World War II. The change is in the relationship among the victorious 
nations of World War II, in their regrouping, and in the new division of the prin- 
cipal political powers in international politics. During the World War II, the 
allied nations had aes a united front against German and Japanese 
imperialism. Though these nations were in close alliance during the war, their 
war aims and policies for the post-war world were entirely different. The Soviet 


Union and other demfcratic countries believed that the principal aims were. | 


the establishment.ri:s: of democracy in Europe, the eliminetiom of Fascism, the 


prevention of Germany from repeating her acts of aggression, and the establishment 
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of a permanent friendship among Ens various countries in Europe, However, the 
aim of, he United States and Great Britain, was quite different. Their aim was 
to eliminate their competitors (Germany and Japan) as competitors in the world 
markety and thus maintain their supremacy in the world. 

Such a difference in aims and policies has become more and more apparent 
since the end of the war, Now there are two opposing camps in existence. On the 
one hand, the Soviet Union and other democratic countries are trying to overthrow 
the imperialists and support the democratic forces; on the other hand, the United 
States and Great Britain are trying to strengthen the power of the imperialists 
and suppress the democratic. forces. 

Because the Soviet Union and the new Aanoovants countries are preventing 
the imperialists from realizing their wild ambition of dominating the world and 
wiping out democracy completely, the imperialists have started an offensive aginst 
the Soviet Union and the new danoerabic epusthi ed: The foremost imperialistic 
politicians of the United States and Great Britain are, moreover, threatening 
Soviet Russian with another world war. Thus, we have the two opposing forces.

COMENTS OF CHIMITELOV_ON THE PRESZNT INTERNATIONAL SITUATION 

Following is the conversation between CELUITELOV (TN-Chinese phoneti- 
cization) and:‘the reporter ANTELISHIMON (TN-Chinese phoneticization) of the 
"Truth" Press fe in Czechoslovakia, as published in the press. 

In the course of the interview, the reporter asked CHINITHLOV: "Will 
the present political situation result in another Munich Conference? Can you 
find any resemblance between the present political issue and that of 1938 fthe 
year of the Munich Conference) ?" 

CHINMITHLOV answered: "There will never be another Munich Conference 
because néetory never repeats itself. The nefarious capitulation of France and 
Great Britain to Germany at the Conference served only to clear the way for Hitler 
in his wild quest for world conquest. As you know, Germany was defeated with the 
help of the Soviet Union and her brave soldiers. However, now the world is pre-__ 
paring for another imperialistic war, The only difference is that in 1938 the’ 

_ controlling power was imperialistic Germany, but now it is imperialistic America. 
At the Munich Conference, France and Great Britain were on the side of Hitler; 
now they are on the side of Truman, but their ulterior motives are ‘hie same — that 


is, the,domirfation of the world by one strong nation.

"Hitler tised,"antd Commnism as—an_excuse for his attempt”to realize 
his wild ambitions and, at the same time, to prevent his being accused of being 
the aggressor. The termination of world dar II,however, found Communism not only 
undefeated but, on the contrary, stronger than ever.
